Reasons for Allowance 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. 

1 . It is the opinion of the examiner that the art of record (considered as a whole) neither 
anticipates nor renders obvious "an elevating plate fixed to a lower end surface of an outer slide 
so as to oppose to a lower surface of an inner slide, a first hydraulic cylinder provided in an 
upper surface portion of the elevating plate and contracted by a pressing force at a time when the 
inner slide moves downward and a second hydraulic cylinder interposed between the outer slide 
and the drive portion and expanded working with a pressure of a pressurized fluid supplied from 
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the first hydraulic at a time when the first hydrauHc cyhnder is contracted by the pressing force 
of the inner slide, thereby pressing the outer slide to a lower side" in combination with the rest of 
the claimed limitations set forth in independent claim 1 . 
Further searching by the examiner yielded additional prior art as follows: 

2. Shinoda et al (U.S. Patent # 6,520,075) discloses a double action hydraulic press 
comprising of an inner slide (6) and an outer slide (4), an elevating plate (die plate 5) fixed to a 
lower end surface of the outer slide (4), an upper die and a lower die (not shown), a first 
hydraulic cylinder (9) mounted on the upper surface of the inner slide (6) that is expanded by the 
downward movement of the iimer slide (6), and a second hydraulic cylinder (8) mounted on the 
outer slide (4) and expanded with the downward movement of the outer slide (4). Shinoda et al 
further discloses push pins (13) that provides a downward force onto the upper die (not shown) 
as the inner slide is moved. 

3. However the above cited prior art fails to disclose first and second hydraulic cylinder 
wherein the second hydraulic cylinder is expanded by a pressure of a pressurized fluid supplied 
fi-om the first hydraulic cylinder at a time when the first hydraulic cylinder is contracted by the 
pressing force of the inner slide. Therefore, it is concluded that claim 1 of the present invention 
is allowable subject matter over the prior art. Claims 1-8 are allowed.
